The figures of births and deaths shown in this 
statement tor week ending the 15th March, 1958 
relate to 134 towns from the States of Bihar, Madras, 
Mysore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, Rajasthan and 
Uttar Pradesh, with a population average of 18,411 
thousands out of total population of 46,893 
thousands in 319 towns in the country. The
